In connotion with the di ion of the 
Qsar to revive the patriarchate of the 
Russian Church and abolish the Holy 
Bynod, the following note from the 
“Fnoyolopedia Britannica” is of in- 
toroat :— 

‘The Church of Russia dates from 992 
when Prince Vladimir and his people 
‘accepted ianity. The Metro- 
dolitan, who was subject to the patriarch 
of Constantinople, resided at Kieff on the 
Dnieper. During the Tartar invasion 
the metropolis was destroyed and 
‘Viadimir me the ecclesiastioal 
capital. In 1320 the metropolitans 
fixed their seat at Moscow. In 1582 
Jeremiah, patriarch of Constantinople 
raised Job, 46th Metropolitan, to the 
patriarchal dignity; and the ‘act was 
‘afterwards confirmed by a General 
Council of the East. In this way the 
Russian Church became autocephalous, 
and its patriarch had immense power. 
In 1700 Peter the Groat forbade the 
election of a new patriarch, and in 1721 
ho cotablished the Holy Governing 
Synod to supply the place of the 

triureli, This body now governs the 

‘usaian Church, and consists of five or 
six bishops, one or two other ecclesi- 
astics of dignity, and several laymen, 
all appointed by the emperor.

We have called Mr. H. B. Morse’s 
annual report on the foreign trade of 
China, which has.just been published 
by the Statistical Department of the 
Customs, « treatise, and such it really 
is; the traditional four pages. have 
expanded into fifteen, accompanied by

the whole bears intrinsic evidence of 
close and careful study. That-some 
‘of it has been ‘said’ before is in- 
evitable, but Mr; Morse’s conclusions 
are his own, and they are, of course, 
most deserving of ‘attention. In 
noticing the quarterly returns as they 
have appeared during the past year, 
we have naturally noticed the:great 
disturbing ‘element, the war,” but 
Mr. Morse. begins’ by saying that 
“the .war- appears ‘to have been: of 
minor importance among ‘the condi- 
tions affegting the of ‘China 
daring'the year.

As we have said before, we are 
quite Prepared to acquiesce if the

navy to clear away these dangers, 
The fact is that Sir John -Fisher’s 
reform has left the Commander-in- 
Chief on this stution with no vessels 
een which he employ for purposes 
of this kind. Ifa first-class cruiser 
were sent out to destroy mines, 
heavy weather might come on or 
a fog, in which the cruiser herself 
might strike a mioe, and the 
loss would be . terrible.

In his preface, which by the way is 














dated the Ist of Jannary, 1898, Professor 
Tenney states: “These notes on the 
Geography of Asia are designed to meet 
the needs of English-speaking Chinese 
students. ‘name of every place is 
therefore in both English and 
Chinese. The romanisation of the 


Chinese names is not quite consistent ; 
but the design has been to romanise ac- 
cording to Wade's system, except when 
the name of the place bas acquired a 
fixed English form by long usage.” ‘The 
Chinese names, it may be explained, do 
not appear on the maps themselves, which 
are beautiful reproductions of Bartholo- 
mow’s standard cartographs. The notes 
are terse and clearly arranged ; there is 
absolu'ely no padding, but the outline is a 
fairly full one. The provinces of China 
‘each about half a page devoted to 
their physical and political features, statis- 
ties, ote., and other parts of Asia, though 
treated detail, are described with 
particularity. ‘The

0 crop 
is threatened in some districts owing to 
none of the irrigation tanks, provided for 
‘emergencies, having filled. In the Decoan 
there has been a more or less extensive 
failure of the rabi crops in several dis- 
tricts, but as yot prices have not seriously 
Hisen, and if £ crops in the 
Berars and elsewhere, it is hoped that 
no real distress will bo felt among the 
labouring population for some time to 
come. The prospects of the country are 
not yet definitely known for the coming 
season, and it will therefore be some

The Tata Institute of Science, 

It will be remembered that the lato 
Mr. R. N. Tats, merchant prince of 
Bombay, left a munificent sum to endow 
an Institute of Science for all India. The 
Government of India, as the groatest 
landowners in the country, are already, 
through the agency of Provincial Govern 
ments, providing for the scientific im- 
provement of agriculture, and in the 
hope that the future Tata Institute wi 
be of great value in developing the manu- 
facturing resources of the country, the 
Government has \finally decided to assist 
this great project by making a donation of 
Re.2} lakhs at the outset for a building fund, 
and an annual grant not exceeding Rs. 1} 
lakhs. The Institute will be established 
in Bangalore, on an ample area of land 
provided by the Mysore Government, who 
have likewise generously offered a sum of 
Rs. 5 lakhs towards the building fund. 
It is hoped that the wealthy princes and 
merchants of India will follow this liberal 
example and aid in furnishing funds for 
the development of the werk. To attract 
further support it is necessary that tangi- 
ble results should follow at an early date, 
and it is hoped that the Committee in 
whose hands the destinies of the Institute 
have been placed, will see that the work 
to be carried on there is of such a char-

his particular prince or dake when’ called 
apon to fight for his liege lord ahd

the keeping of strict watch on the Mongols, 
the high prices offered have tempted them 
to break the law nearly every day, and so 
he is now compelled to request the Wai- 
wupu to forward his protest to the Russian 
Minister’ in Peking, in which it is also 
‘uted that Russian agents found secapie!

of modern militdry acadetaies. The: 
are, however, ‘two high comimanding 
officers in “the' Pelyang, whose’ sérvice, 
in spite of their lack of modern military 
education, haé beet most valuable to the 
Government, and therefore should not be 
ignored by a grateful country, namely 
their Excellencies General Chiang Kuei- 
i, Provincial Oommander-i 
Kausn and commanding the foreign- 
modelled troop hitherto actiug as Palace 
guards iu Peking, and’ General Hsia 
Hsin-yu, Provincial Commauder-in-Chiof 
of Yénnan and conimanding a division 
of foreigu-modelled troops at Paoting. 
With the inauguration of the New Regu- 
lations next Summer these two officials 
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and many others besides of the old school 
must resign in favour of younger officers 
potter educated in modern military science, 
and Viceroy Yuan Shih-k'ai is now con- 
sidering how to dispose of the princi 
officers of that category. It is stated that 
it is proposed to give sush officers sine- 
cure posts, high-sounding, but with no 
practical responsibilities, and in this con- 
nection the two Generals named abo 
are to be given the posts of Senior and 
Junior Wing officers of the Peiyang Army, 
posts which correspond to that of honorary 
military secretaries, with a salary of Tis. 
1,200 ‘each, per mensem. As Generals 
Chiang Kuei-ti and Hsia Hsin-yu aro both 
over seventy it is considered probable that 
they will retice into private life before 
long. Itmay be mentioned that the two 
Generals ifoaght with distinction in the 
‘Taiping rebellion in the fifties.

Death of a Prominent 
Reformer. 

A Swatow letter reports the death, 
short time ago, at his home in Chaiying- 
chou, province of Kuangtung, of H.E. 
Wang Kangoo, late Ministor-designate 
to Japan, at the age of fifty-two, 
The foreign community will remember 
him as the person who, during 
the oventful period following the 
coup @état of the Empress Dowager 
in September 1898, was inveigled by the 
thon Shanghai Taotai, Ts’ai Chun, into 
the Bureau of Foreign Affairs on tho 
Bubbling Well Road, and imprisoned 
there ass Reformer and suspected 
member of Kang Yii-wei’s Reform Party. 
Tt will also be remembered that when it 
became known at the time that Wang 
Kung-doo (Huang Chun-hsion) was to be 
transforred by ‘Teai Taotai into the 
native city, probably to be decapitated by 
orders from Peking, several foreigners 
tried to make a raid one night on the 
Bureau of Foreign Affairs with the object 
of liberating the Reformer, unfortunately 
without success. Finding his offorts at 
removing his prisoner into the native city 
ineffectual, Tsai Taotai kept him in the 
Bureau of Foreign Affairs, until a Rescript 
arrived from Peking setting him at liberty. 
From Shanghai Wang left for the South, 
to return to his home in Chaiyingchou, 
which he never left, although restored to 
his former rank and titles by the “Grace” 
dooree issued by the Empress Dowager 
on her seventieth birthday anniversary, 
last November, whereby “all who were 
dograded or proscribed for being im- 
plicated in the reform movement of 1898 
are pardoned and restored the respective 
ranks and titles each held at the timo of 
his proscription, or degradation.” The 
deceased was Chinese Consul-General at 
Singapore in 1893, and an M. A. (Chiijén) 
in literary rank. In 1895 he returned to 
China and in January of tho following 
year was appointed Chief Secretary of 
‘Admuralty Affairs in Tiontsin, In Novem- 
ber of the same year he was appointed 
Minister to Germany, but did not pro- 

|, his place being taken by H.E. Lit 
Hai-buan, now Treaty Commissioner 
here and President of the Peking 
Bourd of Works. In June 1807 he 
became Salt Intendant of Hunan and 
then Acting Provincial Judge, in which 
post he became the right-hand - man 
of the late Chén Pao-chén, the en- 
lightened Governor of that’ province, 
in his roforms. In August 1898, a month

‘an open secret in Mandarin 
circles that ever since the coup d'état 
of 1898 any person towards whom 
Majesty Kuang Hsi_may show tho loast 
particular regard has beon marked 
Sut for slaughter, as it were, by thoso 
belonging to tho reactionary party. 
Again and again it has been found that 
nobles and high ministers, or officials of 
lower rank, who have been cither 
cashiered, degraded, or removed from 
office, suffered for no other reason 
than because the Emperor had ovinced 
interest and a measure of friendliness to 
thése unlucky persons at one time or 
another. The latest coup against ono 
of the Emperors friends has been 
the caso of Duke Tsai Tsth, a 
cousin of his Majesty and ono whom 
the Emperor particularly liked because 
‘of his energetic disposition, honesty of 
purpose, and advocacy of roform on 
Fapanose lines. The Duke was appoint- 
‘od at tho beginning of the year Su- 
perintendent of the Ching Ling, or the 
t Mausoleum of the late Emperor 
“ang Hei, the second Sovereign of the 
presont dynasty. On taking over his 
‘duties the Duke found that, owing to the 
fnattention of his prodecessors, tho 
officials and Imperial rdsmen 
in charge of the great mausoleum had 
cut down @ great deal of the ancient 
timber around the domain and teken 
off the heavy and massive copper and 
Silver ornaments in the buildings sur- 
rounding the Imperial tomb, which they 
had sold with much profit to their purses. 
Naturally the new Superintendent

A Nanking dispatch reports the 
arrival there from Kaiféng, Ho., of 
Taotai Yuan Shih-lien, @ first cousin of 
Viceroy Yuan Shib-k'ai, to take chief 
commend ,of the forty foreign-modelled 
battalions of the Nanyang Administra- 
tion, recen'ly organised and stationed 
at points between Nanking and Kiang- 
yin, on the Yangtze. It seoms Yuan 
Paotai had held for the past year and 
more a similar post in Honan province, 
and when Viceroy Chou Fu asked for 
him on the ground that Yuan was an ex- 
pectant Taotai of Kiangsu province, it was 
really because it would be pleasing to 
his cousin in the Chibli Viceroyalty. But 
the Governor of Honan, Chén K'ei- 
lung, also on the same grounds, desired 
to retain Yuan Taotai with bin and 
therefore refused to let him go. 
Aiter much correspondence between 
Kaiféng and Nanking the Governor of 
the former city finally let Yuan go, as 
it was eventually found that Viceroy 
Yuan wished his cousin to go to Nan- 
king, there being more opportunities 
for his advancement in the Nanyang. 
‘This, it is stated is not the only instance 
of high provincial officials wrangling for. 
members of the Yuan family (who are 
by thid time all well provided for), in 
order to please the most powerful 
satrap of the Empire. 














A Lesson from Russia. 


An occasional Wuchang correspondent 
in a recent letter mentions the fact that, 
of late, every time Viceroy Chang Chih-

TV, part of verse 2:—“iBy the manifesta 
tion of the truth commending ourselves 
to every man’s conscience in the sight of 
God.” The preacher mentioned the fact 
that there was a Christian Church in 
Britain long before the advent of the 
Romans, » Church that in 314 A. D. was 
‘of such importance that it sent a Bishop 
to the Church Council. From the days 
of the apostles and Our Lord until the 
present day men had been specially ‘or- 
dained and set apart for the ministry, and 
that was what was taking place at this 
service. He begged his hearers to pray 
that asGod had been with His ministers in 
the‘past, so He wouldbe with themin years 
tocome. What were they to pray for? 
‘The words of his text magueated a fitting 
subject for prayer. Only one method of 
spreading the Gospel had stood the test 
of time—sympathy of conscience. Force 
and money and other means had beon 
tried without avail, If a preacher wished 
todo any good he must get into sympathy 
with his hearers, and in doing so he must 
not grow weary if at first they seemed 
irresponsive. In conclusion, he asked 
the congregation to pray for their brother 
that morning that he, by the manifesta- 
tion of the truth, might commend himself 
to men’s consciences. His work was not 
te be among his fellow-countrymen but 
among the heathen, and this was the only 
way to reach their hearts.

Accord- 
ingly invitations were sent out to all 
subscribers, as well as to the leading 
gentry and officials in the city, 10 at- 
tond the opening ceremony, which was 
announced to take place at 2 p.m. on 
Saturday, the Ist of April. Dr. Gilbert 
Reid of Shanghai was asked to speak and 
gladly responded. At the hour fixed the 
floor of the Hall, which is admirably 
adapted for its purpose, was thronged 
with an intensoly interested assembly. in- 
cluding mandarins, scholars, and the 
elder pupils of the leading schools in the 
y. The large gallery extending all 
around for the accommodation of ladies 
ly filled with t‘ait‘ais and elder 
schoolgirls. The whole building wasbeauti- 
fully decorated with flowers and plants, 
all in harmony with the furnishings, 
which are truly elegant. A large picture 
of the Emporor hung over the speakers’ 
platform, which isa handsome structure. 
‘The 1,000 seats’provided wore insufficient 
to accommodate the numbers of men, 
who were content to stand for the two 
hours in the circles, though the very 
heavy rain must have kept many 
away. Some of the gontry present 
delivered congratulatory addresses. Dr. 
Main presided, and in his opening speech 
told the object of the hall, how it had 
been secured, that it belonged to the 
people, not to any special Church or 
Mission or hospital.

THE TRIAL TRIP 
OF THE C.MS. 
KIANGHSIN. 


‘The trial trip of the China Merchants’ 
8. N. Co.’s new river x Kianghsin 
took place on Saturday afternoon, and 
was favoared with really excellent woa- 
ther. Tho new steamer was to leave the 
China Merchants’ Lower Wharves at 2 
p.m, and long before that hour the wharf 
was crowded with ricshas and carri 
and at the advertised time for suiling 
there must have beer®well over a hundred 
foreigners on board the vessel, with Chi- 
nese whose numbers could only be esti- 
mated in hundreds, and five hundred 
would be no exaggeration. In addition 
to many prominent nts without any 
official shipping interest, there were pro- 
sont the superintendents of the three pro- 
minent local shipping companies, directors 
from the said companies, and represonta- 
tives of the builders. 

"Tho Kianighsin cast off from the wharf 
at 2.10 p.m. and before the vessel was

The vessel had 
started for her trip on the last of the flood 
and against a strong head wind, so that 
there was nothing Sf particular interest 10 
note on the voyage down river until arrival 
nt Woosung, the speed being good, but 
nothing approaching the limit of the 
vessel’s power. The Inner Bar was cross- 
ed nt 3,10 p.m—just one hour's interval 
from the tim» of leaving the wharf—and 
twelve minutes later the Kiangshin crossed 
the Outer Bar. Here glas-es were focussed 
upon the German Cruiser First Bismarck, 
the R, M.S. Empress of In id two 
Chivers rire yt eee 
both of whicl .

and from this point the Kianghsin was 
given her head. The Block House Buoy 
was the next mark and was round 
at 355 p.m, Here the vessel was put 
through her steering trials and made a 
very sharp turn with one engine ahead 
and one astern, to the complete satisiac- 
tion, we believe, of the superintending 
engineer of the owners, ‘The turning 
angle was very small and the turn occu- 
pied little more space than 250 yards. 
‘At this stago it was ascertained that the 
Kianghsin had made her trial mile at the 
rate of almost sixteen knots per hour. 
‘There was to be no speed guaranteed, but 
13 knots, loaded. with 10 ft. draught 
would have been satisfactory. The Block 
House Buoy rounded, and the i 
trials having exceeded expectations, the 
hend was set homewards on tho first of 
the ebb, and the vessel reached the buoy 
opposite the Pootung works shortly after 
half-past five. 

‘Tho trip was satisfactory alike to 
owners and builders, and the China Mer- 
chants’ Company are to be congratulated 
upon the acquisition of so excellent a 
boat. Tho engines acted splendidly, and

FIRE ON BOARD THE 
H.-A. L. 8S. SEGOVIA. 


‘At 4p.m, last Friday afire was discover- 
ed in the main hold of the H.-A. LS. 
Segovia which is lying at the Yargtzo 
wharf. At first it was not thought a 
serious one, but later, as there was great 
difficulty in locating it, the agents (Messrs. 
Siemssen and Co.) were informed by 
telephone of the outbreak, A member 





of the firm who is a fireman at once went 
down tothe float, ordered steam to be got 
up, and then went to notify the Chief 
Engineer. Several members of the b 
gade wore called up by telephone, and at 
5.20 p.m., twenty minutes after the agents 
had been informed, the float was on its 
way down river under the skilful pilotage 
of Mr. Bidwell, the Chief Engineer. 
When the steamer first came into view 
there was nothing unusual about her 
appearance except that she was fiying 
signals, A rope ladder was letdown 
side and by means of this 
the firemen got on deck. It was found 
that part of the cargo of gumo in the 
lower hold was on fire. No flames could 
be seen but a thin and very odoriferous 
smoke was rising from below. The 
officers, as the captain was not on board, 
feared to take the responsibility of using 
water on the cargo and wore trying the 
effects of steam with very little success. 
Shortly after the brigade got on board, 
one of the officers donned a smoke helmet 
and descended into the burning hold to 
explore. He returned in a few minutes 
with the information that the smoke was 
coming from the starboard side, just 

engine room bulkhead. After 
g himself that the fire could not 
be extinguished by any other means, the 
Chief Engineer ordered a stream to be 
taken into the lower hold, and for a few 
minutes it was kept going with a spray 
nozzle. The fumes, which had been 
simply overpowering, then showed signs 
of abating and the stream was taken off, 80 
that some of the cargo could be removed. 
The derricks wore put to work, and about 
‘a hundred bags of guano were removed 
before the fico was traced. The stream, 
however, had done its work, and although 
some of the bags were still smouldering, it 
was not found necessary to use any more 
water. At about 6.45 the fire float started 
on her return journey. 

‘The Segovia is a vessel of 5,872 tons 
gross and was built in 1900. She was to 
Toave this evening for Yokohoma, and a 
comparatively little damage has been 
done, it is not expected that she will be 
delayed. There were 5,000 bags of guano 
in the hold which caught \d only @ 
fow of them appear to have suffered any 
Eleven firemen went down in 
tho float. ‘The outbreak was got under 
very satisfactorily. The fire seems to 
have been due to spontaneous combus- 
tion. 








































THE L.-C.S. LIENSHING 
SCORES AGAIN. 


Destroys Two “Tipping” Mines. 
The critical condition of maritime 
to all concerned in trade or other- 
wise in the North of China has been ex- 
emplified by the fact that the I.-C. 8. 
Lienshing destroyed two “ tipping” 
mines directly in her course between 
Shaweishan and the S. E. Promontory ; 
not remotely from the former lighthouse 
island but within 100 miles north of it. 
We have pointed out in our columns that 
iked mine when seen gives hopes of 
its cortain destruction by any vessel with 
ammunition on owing to the 
fragile natare of the projections on it. 
Given the worst, the instantaneous ex- 
ion of the infernal machine. if struck 























by astea:ner (asin the case of the C. N. 8. 
Kasbing), there is a chance for those on 
board because with the snapping of the 
tube the bow is immediately affected and 
a water tight bulkhead intervenes—if it 
is not demolished in the concussion. 
























“ tipping ” all hope 
eradicated. Granted that ship strikes 
one, the speed of the vessel brings the 
mine about midships ere the explosion 
takes place. The rest of the story need 
not be told. There is therefore this cor- 
tainty now before the Northern boats, 
viz, a stretch of water that must be 
pasted during the night without any pros- 
pect of detecting the danger with which 
it is encumbered and that danger is of 
the worst kind. It is a good thing for 
shipowners that they have those on board 
willing to face the peril at the ordinary 
rate of wages. 

‘Pho Lienshing left Shanghai on the 
afternoon of the 28th of M rch. We learn 
that the first mine seen by her was 
about 80 miles north of Shawoishan, 
Considerable disappointment and con- 
sternation was felt when it was noticed 
to be a“ tipping” one, as those on board 
had led to remove one of that sort on 
previous occasion. Nothing daunted, 
target practice commenced undor diffi- 
culties that would have taxéd the skill of 
the best shots at the Shanghai ranges. 
A fresh wind was blowing and a heavy 
‘swell on the surface of the water made 
the mine a veritable “moving object” 
target. It would appear fine and largo 
‘on the crest of a wave only:to sink out of 
sight into the “furrows” ere the marke- 
man had regulated his aim for a bull’s-eye, 

of this the click, click of the 
striking bullets was pl 
reward followed by the mi 
sinking from view 
funeral note. Relief was felt at this 
unexpected coup. 

This excitement was considered sufli- 
cient for the day, but’ the evil did not 
relax. ‘in two hours the alarm was 
again given and another monster appeared 
with agroon board that alternately spread 
out on the surface of the water or clung 
to ite circumference as it arose on the 






























amongst the mines and old age and 
barnacles haddone everything but explode 
it. ‘The nasty fellow eoon had the bullets 
showering unmercifully around him and 
bits wore ripped off in rag time, Aiming 
had improved with exercise. Within 
half an hour thevenerable gentleman dived 
under with a gurgle that might bo tra 





quietude was the 
previous mine, but it wasnot so, Sudden- 
ly lond though muffled report was heard, 
followed by a shock to the ship. Ina 
few seconds a smooth spot was seen on 
the water with small bubbles issuing up, 
rapidly gaining in size as they werd 
followed by their successors until they 
accumulated into a boiling mass of turgid 
muddy water. This agitation increased 
in size and dimension until it formed a 
huge devil’s cauldron suitable for tho 
witches in Macbeth to dance round. 
What happened to the mine can only be 
imagined, but it is probable that in 
touching bottom it canted over and carried 
out the purpose for which it was created: 
ie, explode. A grand old man for doing 
its duty. 

The gratification to be drawn from 
these incidents—if any gratification can 
be drawn at all—is the assurance that 
even a tipping mine will succumb to tho 
nickel pointed Lee-Metford bullet, for 
sach we understand was the weapon used. 
‘The Martini was employed also, but the 
Lee-Metford was able to perforate the 
shell and water did the rest. A closer 
range can be allowed to s tipping mine) if 
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the experience of those on board the 
Lienshing can be relied upon), but direct- 
ly it sinks it is advisable to get well away 
from the decisive shock to the ship when 
contiguous to the explosion under water. 
‘Tho impact given to the natural inertia 
of liquid is communicated a long distance 
around and is unpleasant. This hint may 
be useful to others in the merchant 
service who undertake to do naval duties. 
‘The Lienshing’s record now stands in 
football parlanee—four goals and one try.

Report. 

The Committee found that five months 
was too brief a time in which to cover the 
territory required and to secure anything 
like full evidence. If conditions in Japan 
and Formosa seem to have been more 
j thoroughly investigated then those else- 
where, it is because nearly two months of 
the entire period were given to the work 
there. Six months for the remainder of 
the itinerary would have been none too 
long. Much time was consumed in going 
from place to place, and on several occa- 
sions there was delay in getting passage 
from one’ port to another. It was not 
always possible to begin work upon 
val ; official relations bad to be estab- 
lished ‘with due formality, interviews 
arranged for and various preliminaries 
attended to. The difficulties of language 
were an obstacle, especially in Japan and 
China. Though records and other official 
documents in the former country were at 
‘onge thrown opén to the Committee, and 
translations made with expedition, the 


























amount of literature was so groat 
five months elapsed before the completion 
of the translators work. Again, in other 
places laws were undergoing @ change, as, 
e.g.,in the Steait Settlements and Burma, 
and the Committee were unable to secure 
copies until their return to Manila. But 
whatever impediments were met with 
grew out of the nature of things. In 
every instance foreign officials and repre- 
sentatives of American government ex- 
tended interested, prompt, and efficient 
aid, It is largely duo to them that this 
report has that measure of value which it 
has attained. The same may bo said of 
all the Filipino officials in the different 
provinces whose response to the request 
of the Committee for information and 
statistical aid was uniformly serviceablo 
and courteous. We regret that this was 
not so of the Chineso in Manila, Only 
two, one a professional man and the other 
a merchant, presented themselves before 
the Committee to give testimony, though 
the opportunity was given others to ro- 
present their view of the case. Tho 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce, which 
was asked to give aid by expressing its 
mind, declined to do so except under 
conditions such as no government com- 
mittee could accept. 

In arranging interviews the utmost 
impartiality was observed. Of course 
there were conditions in which the Com- 
mitteo had but little choice; in the 
limited time at their dispoal they were 
compelled to secure the tostimony at 
hand. Otherwise such persons were in- 
terviewed as soomed to be best equipped 
by reason of length of residence, of 
occupation, or of force of character, to 
give acourate and useful information. 
No evidence has beon suppressed ; even 
that which is obviously of little or no 
tands in the 


















the Committee y given 
was contributed in such a way as to make 
any effort to reproduce it for publication 
a breach of manners. 

‘As far as the Committeo has know- 
ledge, this is the first timo in which any 
attempt has been made to collate tho 
opium legislation of a number of countries 
where the uso of the drug is dealt with 
asa matter of large concern ; though it * 
ought to be added that time and means 
aro lacking to digest and arrange in an 
orderly manner the information and facts 
obtained, so as to be easily available to 
an individual. . 

Tho Report of the Royal Commission 
to H. B. M. in 1895 was chiofly a study 
of the Indian problom in response to the 
following resolution of the Honso of Com-.

Mr. Lovett, K.v., Mr. Gill, K.C., Mr. 
Younger, K.0., and Mr, G. Lawrence 
appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. Hughes, 
K.C., Mr. Rufus Isaacs, K.O., and Mr. 
G. F. Hart for the del

defendant company. 

‘The hexring occupied the tlme of the 
Court for 13 days, and will be found

Mr. Justice Joyoo said—This is an 
action by his Excellency Chang and the 
Chinese Mining and Engineering Com- 
pany of Ticntsin, whom I qill call the 
Chinese Company, asking for a declara- 
tion that certain document called the 
memorandum of 19th February,-1901, is 
binding on the defendants, and'an order 
for the carrying into effect of the 
provisions of such memorandum. Alter- 
natively, snd in the event of such _memo- 
randum being held not to be so binding, 
for either a declaration that a certain 
other document called the transfer of 
19th February, 1901 was obtained by the 
fraudulent representations and fraud of 
the defendants or their agents and ought 
to be set aside, and an order that the 
same may be set aside accordingly, or a 
declaration that the defendants are not 
entitled to retain the benefits of the said 
transfer, except on the condition of mak- 
ing good to the plaintiffs the obligations 
‘imposed by and performing the provisions 
contained in, the ssid memorandum, and 
such order consequent on such declara- 
tion as may be necessary for giving effect 
thereto. Then there is a geveral claim 
for damages. The trausfer is a document 
which was drafted in English by Mr.

‘White-Cooper, a solicitor in Shanghai, 
who was brought aver to Tientsin for the 
purpose. Itis in the form of an inden- 
ture, expressed to be: made*between the 
Chinese Company, his Excellency Chang, 
as the director-general of all the mi ies in 
the Provinces of Chili and Jehol, and 
director-general of the Chinese Company, 
and Gustav Detring, a director of the 
same company, of the first part, Mr.

Chinese Government, and with the official 
seal of the Chinese Company. The place 
of execution was Tientsin, in the empire 
of China, where all the property which 
the transfer purported to comprise was 
situated. I do not know whether this 
document of itself operated as a convey- 
ance of immovable property in China 
I have somo 
reason to suspect that it did not; and I 
obsorve that the third clause, according to 
the English version, provides that “the 
Chinese Company and his Excellency 
snd Dotring hereby agree with the de- 
fondant company to sign all other docu- 
ments, aud do all other acts that may 
respectively be required for completing 
the: transfer to the Chinese Company of 
all the |properties hereby agreed to be 
transferred.” I have not beon informed, 
however, what is the law: of Ohina with 
reference to any of the matters in ques- 
tion in this action. None of the parties 
has offered any evidence or made any 
allegation on the subject, though I have 
from time to time suggested that it might 
be required to be cousidered and have 
rather invited argument upon it. The 
transfer |was the outcome of protracted 
iscussion ‘and negotiations for the for- 
mation of the Chinese Company into 
what I may call an Anglo-Chinese Com- 
pavy to be formed in Englaud, tho 
principal objects in view being tho better 
protection of the property of the company 
in the disturbed state of the country 
caused by the Boxer riots, and also the 
introduction of foreign capital for the 
development and more advantageous 
working-of the mines. The parties bo- 
ween whom such negotiations took place 
were the defendant Moreing ahd his firm 
on the one side and on the other his 
Excellency Chang and the Chinese Com- 
pany by their director-general; his Ex- 
cellency, who . was also - director- 
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general or governor of the mines 
of the province. under the Emperor. 
His Excellency was from time to 
timo. assisted in the matter by Mr- 
Detring, a foreigner who had been 
long resident in China. and had hel¢ 
some considerable office in the Chinese 
Customs. Various stipulations had from 
the first been made by his Excellency in 
reference to the constitution and adminis- 
tration of the proposed company into 
which the Chinese Company was to be 
transformed. In particular it had beon 
contemplated all along and definitely 
agrood that the capital of the new com- 
pany should be £1,000,000 in £1 shares, 
and that of these £375,000 should go, 
quite properly, to the shareholders of the 
Chineso Company as the price or part of 
the price of the property, subject to en- 
cumbrances that wore to ‘be taken over 
There were tofbe two boards of directors, 
one in Chinaand one in London. The 
management of the property in China 
was to be in the China board, and his 
Excollency was to be director-general as 
beforo in general charge of affairs. Tho 
defendant company was registered on 
21st December, 1900, by the Moreings, 
or a certain Oriental Syndieste which 
Mr. Moreing had associated with himself 
in the business, and to whom he in some 
way turned over the formation of tho 
company, and, I suppose, its promotion 
and management. According to the 
memorandum of association, the first 
object, and I may say the principal 
object of the company, was to carry into 
offect, with such modificrtions, if any, as 
may be agreed upon, the agreement 
mentioned in Olanso’ 3 of the arti- 
cles of association; and Clause. 3 
of the articles of association provides 
that the company shall forthwith enter 
into an agrooment in the terms of th 
raft, which for the purpose of iden! 
fication has boon initialledby two of the 
subseribors to the memorandum of asso- 
cia

‘company, personally objected, and, as it 
has turned out very wisely, declined 
positively to execute the transfer when 
submitted to him because it did not 
contain any statement of the arrange- 
monts for which he had stipulated with 
respect to, among other things, the con- 
stitution and ent of the new 
company into which the Chinese Com- 
pany was to be transformed. The docu- 
ment did not sppear to him adequately 
to protect his Government or the Chinese 
shareholders or himself ; and in this he

Between his Excellency and the agents 
of the defendants, including Mr. White- 
Cooper, which agents also represented 
the Oriental Syndicate, as- I consider, 
‘and its creature. the defendant company, 
there were long and heated discussions 
extending over four days. Hoover, asho 
himself admits, went sofar as touse various 
threats to his Excelle :cy. Ultimately his 
Excellency was induced with difficulty 
to accede to a proposal of Mr. White- 
Cooper's, that the terms, on account 
of the absence of which from the transfer 
he declined to execute, should be em- 
bodied in another document, being the 
memorandum I have already’ spol 
to be executed previously to and atthe 
same time with the transfer. Under this 
arrangement his Excellency was assured 
by the representatives of the other parties 
to the transaction that the memorandum 
would be, as it was expressed to be, the 
ruling document and be acted upon, or 
in other words, would be binding and’ be 
carried into effect. It was upon the faith 
of and in reliance on these assurances 
that ris Excellency was induced to affix 
his seal to the two versions, of the trans- 
fer. The memorandum in two versions, 
Chinese and English, was executed at 
the same time in the same manner by 
Hoover, the agent of the defendant 
Moreing, De Wouters, who I think may 
be taken to have represented the 
Oriental Syndicate, and the defendant 
company and everyone interested through 
them, and it was also executed by tie 
Excellency and Detring. In truth the ex- 
ecution and terms of the memorandum 
appear to me to have formed not only s 
material, bat an essential, part of the 
consideration for the transfer (if it was a 
transfer) of the property therein com- 

ised. Mr. White-Cooper, a momber of 
the firm of English solicitors at Shanghai, 
who acted for the Oriental Syndicate and 
the defendant company, and prepared 
the sesft of the transfor as also the me- 
morandum, attested the execution. After 
the present dispute had srison, Detring, 
‘on behalf of the plaintiff or of his Exoel- 
loncy, on 25th July, 1902, made a repre. 
sentation of their complaints to Mr. 
White-Cooper’s firm at Shanghai, they 
being the solicitors to the defendant com-

Wouters were not authorised to agree to 
its terms, or that it was impossible for 
the defendant company to perform some 
of these terms without altering its con- 
stitution, would be contrary to one of 
the plaivest principles of equity. It 
would be to sauction such a flagrant 
breach of faith as, in my opinion could 
not be tolerated by the law. of ‘any 
country. In this Court a purchaser of 
real estate, even though he may have 
obtained possession and actual con- 
veyance may have been made to him, will 
not be allowed to keep the property 
without discharging the consideration for 
the same. If authority be wanted for 
the existence of so natural and obvious 
‘au equity I noed only refer to Lord Eldon’s 
judgments in the leading caso of “Mack- 
reth o. Symons” (15 Ves., 329). Both at 
law and in equity a person who claims 
under a deed, though ay not have

Tho production of native opium 
last year was very large, and there 
was a concomitant decline in Indian 
opium imported. The recorded 
import of morphia was 195,133 
ounces in 1902, 106,184 ounces in 
1903, and only 128 ounces in 1904, 
“The only lesson that can be drawn 
from the 1904 figures would seem to 
be that the preventive measures

Mr. Moree remarks that cotton.

“Since the resumption 
of business after the fall in the price 
of cotton, it is reported that orders 
have already been placed for nearly 
all requirements a year or more 
ahead.” There was a considerable 
falling-off in cotton yarn, which 
reached record prices ; Mr. Morse puts 
the total annual consumption of 
machine-spun cotton yarn in China 
at 3} million piculs, of which three- 
guar of a million piculs come 
rom the mills in China. It is notice- 
able that the value of the woollens 
imported is the same as it was fort) 
years “Those who can aff» 
woollens prefer silks and furs, and the 
wearers of cotton-wadded garments 
and sheep skins cannot afford . wool- 
lens.” Mr, Morse then runs through 
the principal articles of import; the 
following paragraph shows that the 
foreign merchant continues on the 
look-out to find new articles to tempt 
the Chinese buyer : “ By the addition 
of several categories of goods to the 
list of imports enumerated, it was 
hoped that the value of those includ- 
ed under the heading ‘ Sundries, 
unenumerated’ would be materially 
reduced. So rapid, however, is the 
development of trade in minor articles 
‘that the heading gives even a greater 
value than in 1903, having risen to 
Hk. Tis. 12,753,377. In this figare 
is included an  exceptionaleum of 
Hk. Tis. 1,038,016, the value of 3,310 
piculs of Manchurian wild raw silk 
imported into Shanghai from Dalny 
Port. Arthur, and consequently 
area as native, but as foreign 
ace.”

The great falling-off, in tea’ in 
1904 was in’ green and’ brick tea, 
black tea maintaining its position. 
This, says Mr, Morse, “will teach the 
Chinese growers and packers a false 
Tesson, in leading them to believe 
that they can retain their trade in 
the face of careless and unscientific 
methods of growing and preparation; 
they should remember that ‘the re- 
striction. of the market for brick tea 
left more of the crop froe for packing 
as leaf” The war diverted to Great 
Britain in 1904 the greater part of the 
tea that bas of late years gone direst 
to Russia, Mr. Moree dlevoves rather 
more than a page to silk, repeatin; 
the pitiful story that, has been told 
year after year. “The North China 
silkworm is by nature the best in the 
world, producing naturally from the 
best mulberry the Iasgent uantity 
of the finest silk . . . The Chinese 
methods of breeding the silkworm 
wers excellent so long as there were 
no scientific methods available; the 
exposure to the frost and snow 
was effective in eliminating the 
weaklings from the- * and 
leaving only the strong to hatch out, 
consume leaf, and spin silk, but only 
on condition that there was no 
disease.” But the disease came, and 
for years attempts have been made 
to impress on the Chinese producers 
a sense of their danger. “It has been 
pointed out to them that their 
worms are dis-ased ; that, of a smaller 
cocoon, it now takes from four to six 
piculs ‘and x much greater propor- 
fionate. number to make the one 
picul of silk formerly made by three 
to four piculs:.f the larger and 
stronger cocoon of former years; and 
that remedi»l: measures were ready 
to their hand: - From the day of the 
investigations of Mr. Kleinwichter 
to the’ practical proposals of M. 
Rocher, all sound advice fell on deaf * 
ears, and the only visible result is 
seen in a small-school of instruction, 
feebly patronised, at Hangchow, and 
in a recent anonymous pamphlet, 
entitled “A Lesson to the Silkworm 
Industry,” addressed to the people of 
Wusieh and vicinity,- n° whieh: the 
example of the painstaking silk pro- 
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ducers of Shsohsing, whose cocoons 
command a° price’ fifty per cent 
higher-than those of Wusieb, is held 
up as one worthy of imitation.” The 
trouble is that the Chinese producers’ 
still think that the world: price .of| 
raw silk depends on the cost'of cocoons: 
in China, ‘wheréas Italy’ and Japan 
are now-fat- more im 6 factors 
in fixing the price of silk'than China 
ig. If the Gavernors of Kiangea and 
Chékiang would: devote a part of 
their time to forcing the Silk ‘Guilds 
to introduce scientific methods, they 
would confer an inestimable boon 





on’ the people whose “fathers and 
mothers they claim to be.

During the last two months Corea has 
enjoyed tho quiot which belongs to the

Presence of effective legislation. Even 
in Formosa, where the Japanoso aro sur- 
rounded by an opium-smoking popula- 
tion, no tendency has been observed 
‘among them to yield to the evil influence 
about them. (Vid. Int. pp. ). There 
is an instance on record where @ couple 
of Japanese Isds in north Formosa 
Perimonted with opium just for » Iasi 
‘nd though they wore guilty only on this 
coousion, they were eed arrtaad, wad 
Punished.

Int. p. ) who 
was in Hawaii for throe and ono-half 
yours, considered the Japatiése” practic- 
ally proof against the vice, An instance 
was brought to our attention (Vid. Int. 
P. __) of  Chinose compradore who, 
because he was unable to secure opium 
in Kobo, resigned his lucrative and 
responsible position and returned to 
China. Our experience leads us to con- 
sider that legislation which minimisos 
offences ia entirely satisfactory ; it is 
soldom our good fortune to mest with a 
law that practically shuts the door com- 
tely against transgression, But euch is 



































Japanese legislation, it is necessary 
taake a carefal study of the national con- 
ditions which prevails. 

(1) In the first place the Japanese to 
& man fear opium as we fear the cobra 
or the rattlesnake, and they despise its 
victims. There has been no moment in 
the nation’s history when the people have 
wavered in their uncompromising attitude 
toward the drug and its use, so that an 
instinctive hatred of it possesses them. 
China’s curse has been Japsn’s warn- 
iug, and a warning hooded (Vid. Int. 
Pp. _). No surer testimony to the 
reality of the evil effects of opium can 
be found than the horror with which 
China’s next-door neighbour views it. RS 
the days of the Tokugawa dynasty, when 
the. es of Japan were barred to the 
world, there was small opportunity for 
good, let alone bad, commodities to gai 
entrance into the land. But when the 
bars were let down aud foreign products 





| 


flowed in‘with a rush, the spear-point 
was lowered against opium and its alkal- 
oids. 


Added to the fear of the effects of 
opium, there is that powerfal moral lever 
which society holds in its hands of os. 
tracising those who disregard its concep- 
tion of propriety. An opium user in 
Japan would be socially as a leper. A 
Japanese may got drunk every night in 
tho week on saké without losing caste, 
but woe betide him if he resort to the 
seductions of opium. 

(2) The law, then, is not an injanction 
superimposed on the people by the will 
of despotic authorities, nor is it the 
fruits of victory of the majority over 
the minority, as in the case of somo of 
our American States where a prohibition 
liquor law is found on the statute books ; 
but it is orystallised public opinion’ 
The people not merely obey the law, but 
they are proud of it; they not 
have it altered if they could. It is th 
law o° the Government, but it is th 
law of the people also.’ This being the 
case, one of the main difficulties which 
would confront any other nation’ that 
pursued the same course, especially 
nation with as extended « cosatling as 
that of Japan, does not enter into their 
reckoning to any appreciable dogree, 
that is to say, smuggling and illicit traffic 
in the commodity. There being no 
demand for opium beyond what comes 
from ® very limited number of Chinese, 
there is no inducement to import it 
secretly ; in short, the game is not worth, 
the candle. Though it cannot be deter- 
mined with certainty, it is a fair inference 
to conclude that the Chinese in Japan 
are chiefly men who have not acquired 
opium habit. Knowing the impossibility 
of getting » supply of the drug in Japan, 
persons under the control of the vice 

turally hesitate, before going there to 
. The official opinion is that Chinese 
immigration is unaffected by the pro- 
hibitive opium law, except so far as it 
tends to exclide'an undesirable class 
of immigranta. 

(8) Prohibition was xpplied not as a 
eure but as a preventive. Neither the 
desire for opium nor its vicious use has 
ever existed in Japan. But with a nation 
notorious for its abandonment to the 
habit but a few miles, away, guided by wise 
foresight, the Japanese took every pro- 
caution possible to avoid contamination. 
The value of prohibition rises and falle 
sccording to the di of culpability 
among those whom the legislation affects. 
Whatever it may do in 2 commanity 
dominated by the vice, i cannot rise to 
the height of effectiveness which it is oap. 
ablo of in conditions where its function 
is to act as s prophylactic against 
Possible disease in s sound community. 

(4) The conspicuous loyalty of 
Japanese makes them in x peculiar w 
a law-abiding people. They have 
reverence for law which insures a high 
measure of success. in its enforcement.
